Lorp Carnes BERESFORD trged 
very strongly on all with whom he 
came in contact during his recent 


399 | visit to China that they should 


support the principle of the “Open 
Door” against that of “Spheres of 
Influence.” He had made up his 
mind before he left home that our 
proper policy was to uphold the 
|integrity of China; we do not want 
to take any part of China ourselves, 
but we do want to maintain our un- 
restricted trade with the whole of it. 
We might have carried out this 
policy with the help of other nations 
that are equally interested in the 





maintenance of the integrity of 
China, if our Foreign Office had 
had any definite policy to carry 
out. $But, as Mr, Moreing point- 
ed out, our Foreign Office must have 
its policy imposed on it by the 
ublic outside, and in the case of 
hina the British public did not 
know pone of the matter to impose 
a sound policy on the Foreign Office, 
So we have drifted along, now insist- 
ing on the maintenance of the in- 
tegrity of the Chinese Empire, now 
marking out spheres of Gaeta oa 
the map; grumbling when Germany 
or Russia or France annexed a port 
or two, and then taking one ourselves ; 
now opposing Russia, and then de- 
claring that Asia is big enéugh for 
both of us, and that the best solution 
of the difficulties here would be a 
cordial understanding with her, What 
makes it impossible for our Foreign 
Office to have an intelligent and con- 
sistent policy is that Lord Salisbury 
himself has never had time or interest 
enough to grasp the situation, and it 
is to his want of knowledge of the 
facts that we owe such statements as 
that about the four hundred millions 
of braye men, or the more recent one 
that China’s future is not our affair, 
that we must deal with the Chinese 
government as a going concern, and 
that we do not contomplate the ac- 
quisition of territory. ‘Thon at one 
time we are cocreing China and 
treating her as almost a negligible 
quantity, and a little while afterwards 
romising to support her against 
ussia, until the Tsungli Yamén 
must get too perplexed to know 
which way to turn, 

‘There was one chance of kceping 
China as a going concern, bnt it was 
thrown away. The elements out of 
which a reformed China might be 
made do exist in the country, and if 
Sir Claude Macdonald had heartily 
supported and guided the young 
Emperor in his aspirations for reform, 
the empire might have been saved. 
‘The balance was wavering and it is 
unquestionable that the influence of 
Great Britain would haye turned the 
scale in the Emperor’s favour, But 
the chance was lost; “the same wave 
never revisits the wheel;” and the 
best friends of China are forced to 
allow that her condition. has. become 
hopeless.

grasp the true condition of affairs 
before it is too late. China, it sa) 
is breaking up and the future lies 
with the nations that have a policy. 
It was only the other day that 
Lord Salisbury said that the future 
was not in ‘our hands, ‘Now we 
are all convinced that the future of the 
Yangtze Valley at least must be in 
out hands, and we must grasp it before 
it is too late. By the Yangtze Valley 
we mean a broad strip of territory 
from the Pacific to Tibet, a terntory 
which is being nibbled at at several 
poitits, but which Lord Salisbury 
should lose no time about definitely 
ear-marking. The House of Commons. 
was amused last year by sonie corre- 
spondence between Sir Claude Mac- 
donald and the Tsungli Yatnén which 
appeared to acknowledge that the 
‘angtze Valley was our sphere of 
influence. Lord Charles resford 
found out for himself, however, that 
all this was an illusion. ‘The break- 
ing-up of China is no longer a pro- 
phecy but a fuct, and that we are 
not opposing Italy's demand shows 
that. the tale which we should have 
liked, to believe, that Great Britain 
and the United States were deter- 
mined that there should be no 
more alienation of Chinese territory, 
had no foundation. The partition of 
China ‘has’ begun and cannot now be 
averted, because every nation that 
wants a share will harry up to gebit 


before it is too late. Our concern is | 


that our Foreign Office should under- 
stand this, and should make good our 
claim to the Yangtze Valley in its 
entirety in good time. The partition 


is notin our interest and it might have 
been avoided if Lord Salisbury had 
realised earlier what was going on and 
had adopted a stronger policy, but he 
preferred to allow things to drift and 
now they have got, it is to be feared, 
boyond his control:

In whatever country the Jews have 
settled they have adored it by their 
Proficiency in literature and the arts, 
and enriched ‘it by their skill in fin- 
ance. ‘They grow rich, but not really 
at the expense of the natives amon 
whom they settle, for their wealtl 
fertilises again the country where it 
is gattered:

DRESS OR DOGMA?

We should never have pictured the 
Strnits Settlements as a suitable field 
for dress reform. Yet one of the 
latest issues of a Singapore journal 
contains the report of « lecture de- 
livered there by a local physician 
on the subject of hygienic clothing 
as iota to the tropics. Whilst 
acknowledging ourselves to be sin- 
gularly impressed by the exalted rate 
of intellectual enthusiasm displayed 
by attendance at health lectures 
given in such a high temperature, 
we confess we are a little doubtful as 
to the ultimate success of the present 
lecturer’s theories. For, as’ defined 
by the meaty doctor, the vestural 
tissue, as Carlyle called it, assumes 
such appalling’ possibilities that we 
shudder to think of our friends in 
Singapore adopting it. Are we really 
to sbaliave that the belles of that 
place have consented to assume “a 
thin woollen garment to. be worn 
next the skin, with high neck and 
Jong sleeves, and 40 fashioned as to 
completely cover the upper and lower 
extremities, thereby avoiding the 
needless stispension of clothing from 
the waist?” We are glad to say that 
over this the doctor kindly allows 
his patients to wear “an outer dress 
of any material the taste of the wearer 
directs ;” but he qualifies this appa- 
rent concession to feminine weakness 
by adding that “this dress must be 
hung from the shoulders, and thus 
save any compression at the waist. 
Corsets, of course, he would’ like 
absolutely to forbid, exvept for “the 
diseased and deformed” (sic); and 
the shoes he recommends for ladies’ 
wear in Singapore are to be “made 
of canvas with leather soles, scarcely 
any heels, and fitting accurately to 
the foot.” ;

Tr is rather hard on Shanghai that 
after so many years’ enjoyment of a 
band go well trained by Commander 
Vela, for which the ratepayers have 
cheerfully voted year after year what- 
Cone the’ Band =p femiiien 
thought necessary, we should sud- 
deci, ‘be. left altogetber in the lurch. 
Itis generally known that Commander 
Vela and his accomplished wife have 
always treated the bandsmen with 
every possible consideration and 
kindness, and we cannot but regret 
tho very unfiir attack that was made 
recently on the genial Commander 
by one of our contemporaries. As 
the correspondence published in. our 
columns yesterday morning with the 
Municipal Council minutes indicates, 
every possible concession was made to 
the bandsmen by the Band Committee 
and the Council; but the fact. is that 
recent oceurrences in the Philippines 
have turned the heads of our musi- 
cians, unless it is their patriotism that 
incites them to return and fight for 
their country. Should they be found 
hereafter in arms against General 
Otis, we trust that our American 
cousins will understand that it is by 
no means With our consent that they 
are going back to take high military 
|commands; nor have we with any 
sinister intention allowed them to 
pick up at the Volunteer parades the 
military knowledge which we assume 
that they are about. to place.at the 
disposal of General Aguinaldo, 
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On the 6th of February the Secre- 
tary of the Band Committee wrote 
to ‘the Council explaining the claim 
of the Bandsmen to a farther pay- 
ment for their services at private 
entertainments. It appears that it 
was always agreed and understood 
that of the money received from 
private entertainers, the ratepayers 
should take halfand the band half, 
the Bandmaster, Commander Vela, 
receiving one-fourth of the band’s 
share, or one-eighth of the whole, a 
perfectly reasonable provision. ‘The 
agreement, however, which was drawn 
up in Spanish eighteen years ago 
and appears to have passed unques- 
tioned for many years, seems to be 
somewhat ambigrious in its terms, 
and the bandsmen have taken ad- 
vantage of this ens claim 
the repayment since 1893 of the one- 
fourth that bas been, as was always 
intended, deducted for the Band- 
master. To this the Council, on the 
recommendation of their Legal Ad- 
viser, consented, and they evon went 
s0 fat in the interest of harmony as 
to contribute Tls. 100 towards the 
bandsmen’s logal expenses. 

Having received this concession, 
the bandsmen deraanded an increase 
of pay, and eighteen of them who 
expressed themselves as willing to 
make a new agreement for three 
years were granted an increase avera~ 

about 12 per cent, and it was 
Aislied ts sca e assistant bandmas- 
ter to Manila to engage twenty-two 
new men to bring the band up} 
to its full strength. An agreement 
was prepared for the men who were 
willing to renew to sign, in which the 
division of the private service money | 
was clearly defined in accordance wit! 
what had ulways been. understood to | 
be the rule, viz., one-half to the rate- 
payers, one-eighth to the Band- 
master, and three-eighths to the 
bandsmen. The men, however, re- 
fused to sign this agreement, and the | 
assistant bandmaster wired up from 
Manila on the 20th ‘ult. that he could 
not engage any men owing to the 
disturbed condition of affairs there, 
and the false statements as to the 
treatment of the bandsmen here that 
had been made in a Manila paper. 
On this, the Band Committee tried 
to come to terms with the bandsmen 
here, and enlisted the good offices of 
Sefior Paya, the Acting Consul- 
General of Spain, to negotiate with 
the bandsmen, whose demands were 
formulated as follows —

enraged musicians, and Mr. de Castro, 
their spokesman, who, however, told 
the Committee that his influence 
with them ,was very slight, was au- 
thorised to offer the bandsmen a 
further small addition to their pay, 
and the full half of the private service 
money, the Bandmaster’s eighth being 
deducted, apparently, from the rate- 
payers’ share, all other -conditions to 
remain as before.

WRITERS on economical subjects who

Wilson of the Investors’ Review, are 
much disturbed at the great excess 
rts over exports shown by the 
British Board of Trade returns. It 
has always been great, but last year 
it showed a considerable increasc, 
and pessimists being apt to forget 
that an average comes from the 
succession of increases and decreases, 
last year’s increase has been treated 
as a proof that England is beginning 
to outrun her profits, and live on her 
capital, a course which to a nation as 
toan individual can only have one 
ending, if it is not checked in time. 


Writing on this subject on the 18th} 


of January, the Globe says :— 


Sir Robert Giffen is a cheorful optimist, 
and we only wish that we could entirel 

share the comfortable sentiments which he 
entertains on the subject of onr foreign 
tmde. He has sot himself to desl with 
the ea ease exports for 1898 
wore or x ‘as against imports 
which amounted to £470,000,000.. Now 
it is clear that the foreigner dees not pay 
us an agreeable little annuity of two 
hundred and thirty or forty millions, and 
the question is how it is paid for. Sir 
Robert would have us believe that the 
equivalent for this enormous difference is 





supplied by what we may perhaps desetibe 
as our hidden exports. ‘These comprise 
the ships which we export, the freights 
on out imunense earrying trade, the broker- 
age we obtain as the clearing-houso of the 
world, and the interest on our capital in- 
vested abroad. None of these, of coure, 
appear in the trade returns, but they must 
certainly not be set aside in any attempt 
to determine our real commercial position. 
A man may be making three hundrod 
year and spending four, yet if he has ten 
| thousand pounds in Consoly his financial 

ition is assuredly not unsound. But 
it is essentially unsatisfactory if he is 
spending his capital, and that is exactl; 
what we should be glad to be aasurei 
that Great Britain is not doing. We aro 
afraid that Sir Robert Giffen will not eon- 
vince the public that this is the case. We 
are face to face with the fact that imports 
for 1898 showed an increase of nearly 
[twenty millions on those of the provious 
year, though none of the ‘hidden 
pores” show an inerease which can 
balance that advance. ‘To resume our 
parallel——it looks very much as though the 
fen thousand in Consola were heing deawa 
upon to meet the lack of trade in the shop, 
and that is a very uncomfortable refloction 
indeed. Wo are quite prepared to adinit 
| Sir Robert's contention that the business 
is not being pushed in certain directions, 
because they are no longer so profitable 
as they were; but we wish he could show 
us in what other dircetion we are eroating 
fresh business to make up for what is 
abandoned. 

It is very well known that for 
years England has been importing a 
Great deal more, in nominal. value, 
than she exported, but yet has got 
richer instead of poorer, the funda- 
| mental explanation being that for 
every sovereign’s worth of goods she 
| sold abroad she got back goods worth 
thirty shillings in London. ‘There is 
no indication that England's stock of 
precious metals or valuable securities 
4s diminishing, and she does not iasue 
loans for foreign countries to take up, 
| therefore her imports must be to a 
| great extent paid for by the goods 
|she exports. ‘They are paid for in 
wt by what the Globe calls our 
|“ hidden exports;” and until it can 
|be proved that our: stocks of pre- 
cious metals are being drawn uj 
|or that our holdings of foreign value 
show an important diminution, there 
is no reason to fear that our Consols 
jare being drawn upon to meet the 
lack of trade in the shop. ‘There is

Litton says, was 
the biggest he bad ever seen in China, 
Unfortunately, the headman of Ch‘uan- 
an, who plaoned the whole affair, was 
allowed to escape by the officials, and 
sithough & reward of Tis 600 ln 
been offered for his capture it is vory 
doubtful ithe will be caught.

For the benefit of readers who own and 
on Mokanshan and who may have occasion 
to travel there sometimes, I seud you ® 
little experience that a friend aod myzelf 
recently passed through. ‘The road from 
‘Tanghai, ( ‘) the place on the Grand 
Canal where the boats leave the tug, lies 
through the city of Téaing (fia jeg). ‘Thero 
is another road, but it is not well-known 
except by local boatmen, and #0 the road 
through ‘Tetsing is the one usually taken. 

‘The city of Tétxing appears to be yorewhat 
higher than the surroundiag country and 
the streams from the city flowy towards the 
east and wost with grent rapidity, eapecially 
towards the east, from whict side the is 
‘approached from T'aaghsi. On seriving tro, 
three evenings since, the stream was foun 
to berry much snoen by dhe recent ras 

ing out of the city like x torrent. 

Our boatmen anchored here and refused to. 
go any further, saying that it was impossible 
to get by. Woe learnt from boats that were. 
assing that the other road was open, but 
jis would involve going & distance of about 
20 G out of the way. We finally insisted on 
our boatmen either goiug that route or mak- 
ing the attempt to get though the swollen 
stream. After wasting a groat deal of breath 
in curses both oud 4 deep,” they went 
to work and after a tremendously hned pull 
of about 150 yurds found themselves in 
water flowing in their fayour out of the 
West gate of the city. From Téteing ou there 
is no difficulty whatever. In case anyone is 
going up to Mokanshan soon, and finda the 
stream at Tétsing in the same condition that 
we found it, by a little hard work for about’ 
halfan-hout it is quite possible for boats to 
get through. I write these lines for the 
benefit of others who may find themselves 
in the same strait as ourselves, aud who,

Shanghai, 6th February, 1899. 

Sta,--With reference to the claim made on 
the Council by the Bandsmen of the Publio 
Band for the difference botwoon the amount 
‘that has been psid them for private services 
from 1893 to the present time, and the full 
half-share to which they state they are 
entitled, I am directed by the Band Com- 
mitteo to imform you that, after careful 
‘enquiry, thoy find the facts to be ax follows :— 

J. The Bandmaster by his agreement is 
entitled to one-fourth of tho half-obaro of 
aniount reooived by the Council for private 
tervices of the Band, 

2.—The agreement with the Bendsmen 
which is in Spanish, and in the same form 
ig was drawn up eightoon yeare ago, ataten 
that the musicians are entitled to balf-sbare 
‘of the amount received for private services. 

3,—It was the intention, and has been the 
unquestioned custom since the Band has been 
in existence for the share payable to tho 
Bandmaster to bo deducted from the half 
‘hares due to the Bandsmon, i,e., the Council 
to have one half of tho amount received for 

rivate services, and the Bandmaster and 
jandsmon together to have the other half. 

In view, however, of the wording of the 
Spaniah agrooment made with the Bandsmen, 
the Logal Adviser considors that thoy are at

It was « 
month or so later that indications of 
serious trouble showed thomsolves; the 
markets both in Hongkong and Shanghai 
began to be looded with Ladian. spinnin, 
and Japan also. was unloading on China. 
‘This flooding of the market with supplies 
occurred at the very worst time of tho 
yoar—yarng being slow to move during 
the hot woather. By the middle of Sep- 
tember there was an accumulated stock of 
imported yarns in Hongkong and Shang- 
hat of fully 100,000 bales, and a stock of 
local spinnings of between 15,000 ond 
20,000 bales ; moreover, the situation in 
Shanghai was rendered all the worse by a 
movement of the Hongkong stocks to thia 
macket, ‘The situation brought about its 
inevitable result, and a drop of from 
10 to 15 por cent in yarn prices followed, 
some counts being absolutely unselonble. 
‘Tho losses which were incurred upon these 
Indian and Japanese shipments are likely 
to prevent a similar oxploitation of the 
Chinese market for some time to come, 
To further aggravate  mattors were the 
conditions of tho local cotton market, to 
which, both as they were then, and as 
thoy aro now, I wish to ask your particular 
attention. From the beginning of the 
yent there dot in, as T havo said, a stoady 
tise ia the price of fodal cotton, which, 
though in itv earlier stages it waa counter: 
balanced by a corresponding advance in 
yarn prices, became absolutely nbsurd 
when, towards tho end of June, the 
market quotation stood at Tis. 17 per 
picul, I may remark in passing that the 
company had no contracts at any such 
ridiculous price. I may perhaps be bettor 
blo to illustrate the difficulties of the 
local markot by represonting its fluctuations 
in percontages. "Taking as tho basis the 
price of cotton in January, 1898, which 
then was abnormally high, the course of 
tho markot wasin round figures as follows: 
from January to Juno the market rose 
gome 12 to 15 per cont; from June to 
Sopteraber i fell trom Jane prices) between 
26 and 80 per cont; from September to 
the present date, the pendulua has again 
swung the other way, and there has been 
a rise from the lowest pois of noarly 26 por 
cent, which in effect bringa us back to the 

ions of January, 1898. ‘The fluctuation 
Botween. ‘highoot’ and lowest quotations 
during tho 14 mouths hus beon (on lowost 
‘ost basis) very nearly 40 per cent. Now, 
gentlomon, te clearly absard tine fucva- 
ations such as this, which ate ontirely wn- 
warranted by any movement in cotton 
pricos in other parts of the world, should 
ocour in Shanghai, ‘The plain infarenco in 
that tho still undeveloped condition, xs I 
may call it, of the Shanghai cotton market 
is being exploited by the cunviog of 
native speculation, I venture to think, 
however, that this native manipulation of 
tho local market rests upon such slender 
foundation of ignorance and sborteighted- 
noss, that it can without much diffionlty 
be checked. Catton is a commodity which 
hhas what may be called a world’s value, 
and it is absurd that such world’s value 
‘of Chios cotton should be upset, to the 
extent which it hns boen, and is, by the 
cunning of the native speculators, Thore 

reason to think that the present specu- 
lative tise will rosult in badly burnt fingers 
to its originatora, but, however this may be 
it seems to me that one meas of pravent- 
ing farther repetition of this manipulation 
of market lies in combination smong the 
foreign buyers; that, in fact, something 
in the nature of a Cotton Exchange be 
established, having for its object the re- 
gulation of local cotton prices in relation 
to world’s value, and preventing the cotton 
sellers from playing off one buyer against 
another, which they certainly are doing at 



























the presont time. (Hear, hear.) This has 
Tong been an object with the Directors of 
thio company ; there have beon, and still 
are, many diicultios in arranging mattors, 
bot the question is one which is now 
generally recognised aa of high importance, 
and I trast that out of the schemes which 
‘are now under consideration, x workable 
basis of foreign combination may bo 
rived at. After this somewhat lengthy 
and pessimistic dissertation upon the un- 
‘satisfactory conditions of our Jocal cotton 
market, I'am pleased to be able to go on 
to say that the Company has made its 
arrangements for supplies of cotton fally 
sufficient for many months to come, and 
we are in tho position of being able 40 Fook 
fon at. tho local rigging of the macket with 
considerable compinisance, At the same 
time, however, do not for a momont 
burke the fact that the milla here were 
established with the object of utilising the 
local raw material; i¢ ia fortunate, no 
doubt, that we have the advantage of being 
aile to bay in other markots, and so 
muske ourselves in great measure indepen 
dent. of local conditions» fact which I 
think is not sufficiently taken into account 
lyy the manipuintors of the cotton market 
here.

Some time last December, it will be 
recalled, the Empress Dowager euldenly 
sent the Vice-President of the Board of 
Revenue, Pra Liang, who is a kinsman of 
the Emperor, to Shantoug on a special 
mission, osteusibly to superinten ! the dis- 
tribution of relief to the suferers from 
famine and the Yellow River flood in that 
province, but, as it now seems, really to 
see what the Grand Seccetary Jai Hung- 
chang was doing and to find out the trath 
of certain charges of. extravagance and 
ceckless expenditure made agniaxt the 
Governor of Shantung in the latter's enter- 
tainment of Li Hung-chang and his nuine- 
rous staff in that province. Fram nu edict 
of the 27th ultimo it appears that Chang 
Ju-mei, the Governor of Shantang, bas 
heen accused of being an adept in flrttery 
and curryiug favour with his superiors, aud 
therefore fond also of being flittered and. 
bribed, ete., in tun by his subordinates. 
Owing to this, on the one hand, all the 
men Who have been appointed by him to 
posts of importance since his assumption 
of the Governorshiip two years ago, are of 
inedioere ability and incapable officers. One 
man for instance, Chang Shang-ta, ex-Tao- 
tai of Chinaofu, who was cashiored for in- 
capability, haa since had bis rank wid titles 
restored througlt GovervorChang, obtained, 
it is charged, throuzlt the judicious use of 
‘Tis. 30,000, conveyed through the agency 
of the district magistrate of the provincial 
‘capital into the Governor's private coffers. 
‘Then syain, on the other hand, when Li 
Hung-chang was nppointed Imperial High 
Commissioner of River Conservancy the 
reception given him by the accused Go- 

nor was extraragint and umptuous 
in the extreme, every Iuxary even to 
extraordinarily rich and exyensive furni- 
ails being placed at the 
Impocist Commissioner's dixposal and 
of oua staff; while no less 
than Tia.

Yet 
so it appears this Hanlin has done, 
Chen Pin-ho deciared that the hint was 
directed against Jung Lu and Li Shan, 
for when the former was Tartar-Generat 
at Hsian, ho is declared to have boon 
on most intimate terme with Chany Ju-mei 
when Chang was Provincial ‘Treasuroe 
and. acting Governor in the same city 
(Hsian, capital of Shonsi). This according. 
to an’ edict of the ist of March. is 
declared tobe absurd for Jung Lu left 
Heian for Chihli, where he has been ever 
since, in 1804, whereas Chang Ju-mei did 
not get to Hsiaa imtil the yenr following 
or 1899. As for Li Shan, the denouncer 
Geclared that when he was Imperial Com- 
missioner of the Soochow Silk-looms, yoars 
ago, Chang Jo-mei, then an expectant 
‘Trotai of Kiangsu, was connected with the 
Salt Gabelle at Hunian, and the two wore 
very great friends then.

feast of the Winter Solstice mean to the 
Chinese at first, and what does it mean 
now? 

Christmas ought to be the festival of 
the federation of man. The reader | 
knows the original purport of this day. 
Our history is 2s clean of myths as a 
hound’s tooth is of tartar ; every English- 
man can tell the truth about the joyful 
twenty-fifth of December ; and yet, in the | 
very face of these facts, there are many 
who signalise this day in such a manner 
that these untutored heathen would 
suppose that instead of the Holy Jesus, | 
some incarnate devil had been born into 
the world to bring dishonour to God in 
the Highest, discord on earth, and ill-will 
towards men. The writer of these lines 
once spent a winter in a large Chinese 
city, where there were no other for- 
eigners. ‘The primary object of his 
residence there was to make known the 
true author of our Christmas, but two 
hours a day were spent teaching English | 
literature to a very promising class of 
mandarin’s sons. On Christmas day the 
young Chinese found written on the 

tackboard : 

Glory to God in the Highest. 

Peace on Earth. 

Good will towards Men. : 

What these students learned from 
these words we need not relate, but it 
fiashed suddenly through one foreign 
mind that imbedded in this rock-ruth

‘Thought possesses a dynamic force. 
[Phe source of all knowledge is the idea ; 
the origin of many ideas lies in extra- 
mundane regions. Immaterial, transi- 
tory, and often unexpected, they come 
crowding into the brain with lightning 
rapidity. We cannot discuss from 
whence they come within these limits. 
Tt will suffice to say that by some asso- 
ciation or concatenation they present 
themselves often unbidden, and that in 
order to be firmly retained they must 
be booked at once else they may fiy 
away; for we cannot believe with a 
certain Professor that a man never for- 
gets anything that has been really im- 
pressed upon his memory. Much con- 
fusion has resulted from the wrong use 
of terms that express the real and the 
ideal, but now a sensible compromise 
has been effected. The most obstinate 
term-stickler would not be at a loss to 
know what was meant when a statement 
appeared in his’ morning blanket sheet 
to the effect that a ship went down in a 
storm, and “every soul- on board 
perished.” Or, that a church, in which a 
number of devout Christian people were 
worshipping, was totally consumed by 
fire, together with the inmates, * but that 
everybody was saved.” Not much ad- 
vance has been made in recent years in 
defining the point at which mind and 
matter touch: still there are strange 
things going on in the world—things 
which startle us plodding, isolated people 
in China, and mind-readers, hypnotists 
and what not, claim to perform wonders. 





We cannot do much more than accept 
the facts that the mental and the physical 
do meet at some invisible point and 
that they mutually influence each other. 
For the rest we can believe and marvel. 
En passant, though, a person is a fool

Ideas, good and bad, are . forceful. 
Standing on the walls of some Chinese 
city an observer can see ideas that have 
taken: shape in the street, the people, 
and the buildings. The streets are of 
the narrowest kind which utterly unac- 
commodate the passage of large burdens 
on the carrying pole, and are crammed 
chockfull of men, women, and children 
who make their’ way by dint of hard 
pushing and yelling. By some unwritten 
law a horse or donkey has the first right 
of way. The sedan chair has the’next, 
On the street the way is often cleared 
for the passenger who excitedly. calls, 
“Look out for the grease!” The: or 
iginator of the idea that narrow streets 
will be warmer in winter and cooler 
in summer is responsible for untold 
inconvenience in the past, the pre- 
sent and the future—for millions of 
curses, blows and quarvels, and, in part, 
for the wretched custom which the 
Chinese have of walking in goose-file 
instead of two or three abreast as friends 
‘ought to do. 

Chinese houses fairly bristle | with 
Buddhist, Taoist, and Confucian ideas. 
The uncleanly habits of the Chinese 
have their origin in the saying of Con- 
fucios that “the scholar whose mind is 
intent on ‘the way,’ and who is ashamed 
of bad clothes and had food, is not fit 
to be discoursed with,” coupled with 
the Buddhistic notion that the too free 
use of water is a sin. From what the 
sage said of comfort, one would infer 
that the Chinese are the most virtuous 
people in the world. ‘The superior 
man thinks of virtue; the small man 
thinks of comfort.” The old philoso- 
pher may not have meant what is be- 
lieved to-day in reference to these things; 
for aught we know, he may have been 
spotlessly and immaculately clean both 
as to his wearing apparel and his skin, 
and his home may have been as com 
fortable as it was possible to be in 
those cheerful, halcyon days. But in 
these times, and dear knows how long 
before these times, the Chinese appear 
to be rather proud of “bad clothes” 
and “discomfort.” Now as uncleanness 
and discomfort are fruitful sources of dis- 
ease, pain and death, we cin truthfully 
say that these ideas about bad clothes 
and water—however harmless may 
have been their inception—have brought 
distress to the Chinese, most of whom, 
rich or poor, rarely bathe for months. 
‘The luxury of a cold bath and the glow- 
ing reaction is unknown, and if not 
unknown would be prevented by the 
inconvenient, unnecessary and greasy 
pigtail, the idea of which caught the 
‘Tartar, and impelled him to shave his 
own pate and afterwards compel the 
milder Sons of Han to do the same. 

Old ideas, that flashed into the heads 
of men who were dust thousands of 
years before the first Christians, are 
fearfully alive and in full force to-day in 
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our midst. ‘They are redolent of an] pole of the former, the “little fellow,” |the common belief of the people of 


ancient, musty, mummy flavour, but, 
despite’ their age, ace as nimble as a 
hind... The innate antipathy to innova- 
tion of any kind that exists in the minds 
of the Chinese, even youngsters, doubt- 
Jess. comes from that old book the Zi 
Chi, which says that the introducer of 
new things myst be put to death.* 
‘There seems to have been very little 
‘competition in China since these words 
were penned, and to-day the greatest 
are must be exercised by the natives 
Test new houses should be higher, of 
Gifferent kind, shape, and so forth, from 
the ones already existing in the neigh- 
bourhood; lest tools should be shaped 
differently from those in use, and, in fact, 
lest anything should be diverse from the 
existing order. Is it not true that thest 
polite, condescending Chinese officials 
would decapitate every mother’s son of 
us if they had the muscle? When the 
powder mills at Ch’aochou were being 
erected, there were two foreign houses to 
go up, one for the Engtishman who 
Superintended the mills and the other 
for a foreign-loving Chinese official. The 
spot selected for the Englishman hap- 
pened to be about two feet higher than 
that on which the native was to. live, 
‘These poor tworfeet, ‘which would have 
elevated. Mr. B's house a little above the 
surrounding miasm of an insanitary 
locality, and rendered him a trifle more 
immune from the germs that have been 
lying at the South Gate since the Han 
masty, for all we know, were promptly 
dug out and carted (poled) off! For- 
eigners, who make their abode in this 
time-honoured country, either break, 
or. crack, every law of the Chinese 
millilogue, in. thought, speech and be: | 
haviour, This is as unavoidable as the | 
smashing of a basket of eggs would be 
should a person “accidentally happen” 
to sit down on’ them. We think that 
the curious prying disposition of these 
really great people comes partly from 
the same Zi Chi or Book of Rites, 
‘That, and many other excrescences on 
the nature of the Chinese, will be in 
time sloughed off by Christianity, and 
their innate manhood be revealed. And 
wwe firmly believe that nothing else will 
accomplish this. Contact with foreign 
civilisation and foreign ideas alone, 
makes a ‘Frankenstein's Monster of a 
Chinese. What.a pert, coarse, rade, hy- 
brid specimen of human deformity the 
Chinese devoid of Christian grace be- 
comes when he affects the language, 
whisky, cigarettes, and sang froid of the 
foreigner! Better, far-better, leave: him 
alone with his Book of Rites and ‘his 
sleeping.garment twice as long’as his 
body—@ Za Confucius,—than to dig him 
out and thus make him such a spectacle | 
to the world. In Japan it is a little dif-) 
ferent, ‘for the humorous side relieves | 
the tedium. Little Count affects 
fa big foreign dog! How funny to, 
consider the idea suggested by a look, ; 
that the dog affects the Count ! |

We 
refer to the shadowy, vacuous Shangti | 
of the Chinese Classics, and not to} 
the present “¢% which has been 
cleansed and purified by earnest and 
thoughtfol men, and made to express, 
as far as possible, the idea of the 
True God. Heathen Shangti is really 
“heaven,” and heaven is a kind of 
emasculated Pantheism, so far as these 
terms are defined in the Classics and 
Kang Hsi. The impact of foreign 
thought on the Chinese is driving them 
to a stricter definition of terms. The 
delimitation of the southem frontier by 
the old Chinese Emperor, who is said 
to have made marks in the sky to-denote 
the boundaries, was insufficient evidence 
for the matter-of-fact French in Annam. 
Tf there is an absence of finality. in 
things Chinese, there. exists a painful 
presence of indefiniteness, and we ate 
glad to see even feeble attempts made 
at mathematical precision. Although 
Confucius perhaps never dreamed that 
he was the Ciuintsz, to the Chinese to 
day he is the embodiment of that ideal 
creature. The Viceroy Chang Chil 
tungin his recent book says that he is 
the co-equal: with heaven. and’ earth, 
This practically places Confucius in the 
top seat of the Chinese Pantheon, We 
have not fully learned what the Holy 
Confucian Religion is. It is high time 
for its adherents to combine and frame 
some Articles of Faith, or Creed, to 
establish its agencies and define its 
Foreign Mission policy; for we find 
in a certain make-me-up monthly, pub- 
lished in Shanghai, an article written 
by the editor actually proposing 2 recon! 
ciliation, or trace, between the Christian 
and Confucian Religions as a means, in 
Part, to set the Government on its feet. 
‘What untold misery the idea of 
Mencius has wrought! “There are 
three sins against the filial law, and the 
greatest of these is to have no posterity.” 
‘To this are due: early «marriages, ‘con- 
cubinage, the desperate enmity and 
deadly hatred of woman against woman 
in the household, ending more frequently 
in tragedy than in comedy, the produc- 
tion of countless offspring, a large pro- 
portion of which are mercifully taken off, 
but the greater part of which are left to 
share the already inadequate products 
of a sucked-out soil, or to become in 
early life the diseased, and oft times 
maimed waif .of the roadside; the 
frightful image of a. ragged, moneyless, 
cadaverous household thrown out on the 
tiless sea of Chinese sympathy, Mil- 
tions “of ‘these Tittle creatures, girls with 
tightly compressed feet (for natural feet 
in China will attract no husbands), and 
babies snivelling out the sins of their 
parents, are anouaily brought down from 
the northern provinces to find if pos-

Last night,” Filipino sympathisers. with 
the rebels set fire to numerous houses in 
the districts of Santa Cruz, Tondo, Binondo, 
and a huge conflagration resalted. 

‘The English Fire Brigade, co-operating 
with the American soldiory. turned thei 
attention to checking the spread of the 
conflagration, and they did splendid work 
in preventing the spread of the flames to 
the Escolta, which is the principal business 
quarter of the city. 

‘Upwards of fifteen hundred houses were 
destroyed. 

Tn the excitoment which prevailed large 
numbers of rebels were successful in evad- 
i ‘the lines and entering the city. Many 
Filipinos were killod, and numorous arrests

Today, the fires wore renowed in other 
districts of the city, bat thanks to the

In. the neighbourhood of the Manila 
‘Prading Co.'s Cotton Milte at Tutuban, in 
the Tondo district, a sharp engagement has 
taken placo between the insurgents and 
the Americans.

ASIATIC TRADE. 


‘The great intorest"in Asiatic commerce 
which other nations as well as the United 
States are now feoling, is illustrated in a 
recent subsidy agreement made by the Ger- 
man sovernipent by which it proposes to 
pay more than @ million dollars « year for 
4 fifteen-year term for the establishiment of 
stoam-ship lines to ply. betwoew ite_ ports 
and those of Japan, China, and Austeslasis 
and certain ports of Oveonica. ‘That the 
German government and those of its citizens 
Participating in its commerce should feel 8 
special interest in the trade of the Orient 
is not surprising in view of the fuct that 
its exports to that part of the world have 
quadrupled during the past decade. 

A copy of the contract between 
man government and the Lloyd ateam-ship 
Tine'for the estabtiviment and maintanauce. 
‘of postal and commercial communication 
between Germany and eastern Asia und 
Aovtraiasia tay” reached the ‘Treasury 
Borean of Statistics. It shows that the 
Lloyd Company agrees to maintain: for a 
epsce of fifteen yours, steam-ship lines 














runping from Bromerhafen or Hamburg, 
Germany by way of « Belgian or Dutch 
port through Genos, Naples, Port Seid, 
Suez, Aden, Colomho, Singapore and 
Hongkong to Shanghai, China, and back 
by the same route; a second main line 
through the same ports to Yokohama, 
| Jnpan ; also a-msin line through the samo 
ports to Adelaide, Melbourne, and Sidney. 
Australia; also branch lines from Hong- 
kong to Shanghai «nd from Singapore to 
German new Guineas, and other ports in 
Ocesnica. 

Four steamers are under this contract 
to be built for the Chinese and Japnnere 
service to be of not less that 6,000 tons 
{nnd equal to those of foroign nations i 
every r, their plans to be approved 
by driralty, and to be rauping 
respectively by October 1, 1809, January 
1, Soptember 1, and November 1, 1900. 
The ‘steamers to be constructed for the 
Avstralian line are to be not lews than 
5,300 tons and also equal to those of 
foreign nations in every respect and sub- 
ject to the approval of the Admiralty. 
Al the ships are to be buile in German 
yards and German material is to he used 
Jas far as possible, all Admiralty require. 
ments to be carried oat in them, puttin: 
them into condition in which they on 
readily be utilised for war purposes when 
necessary. ‘The agreement provides that 
in cases of mobilising the foo the 
Chancellor ean purchase the vessels on fall 

ayment of their value, or can hire them. 

, torma_of the contract also provide 
that only Gorman coxl is to be taken on 
board at Gorman, Belgian or Dutch ports 
OE call, except by the spocial assent of the 
Imperial Chancollor ; that in cases of Ger- 
man and foreign-goods being simultaneous- 
ly offerod for dispatch, the Gorman goods 

1, if neccesary, to have the preference, 
ynd that the Chancellor may prohibit the 
importation by German, Belgian or Dutoh 
ports of such agriciMtural products as may 
‘compete with those of German agriculture, 

Tho agreement provides that the Ger. 
man government shall pay to the Lloyd 
Company 5,590,000 marks per year, payxble 
monthly. (Value of mark 23.8 conta.) Thin 
contract extends from April. 180 for 
term of fifteen yesra ; the regular plan of 
nailing on tho Japanese line must begin 
at Toast in April, 1899. It is nlso an- 
pounced that a Bremen firm intonds to 
establish with steamers now being built 
for that purpose a steam-ship line on the 
Yangta ig in China, to ply between 
Shanghai and Haokow. By the sid of 
these lines, which will connect with tha 
sabsidived lines ronning from Hamburg 
to Shanghai, Gorman dealers and German 
interesta will be in direct communication 
not only with Shanghai, which has two- 
thirds of the import trade -of China, but 
also with Hankow, one of the most im- 
portant commercial cities of China, and 
having @ population of about 1,000-000. 
It is now being connected with Peking by 
failroad. “Hankow is probably the most 
important of the distcibuting centres of 
interior China, being splendidly situated 
in the very heart of the country, surround- 
ed by & natwork of rivers and Iskes, and 
reached by the largest ocean steamers, and 
when to this is added the railway system 
uow under construction, its importance 
aa x distributing point for interior China 
is vory great.—N.¥, Maritime Register.
